Used truck tires an d tru ck tires 
requiring m ajor repairs to be m ade 
serviceable will be rem oved from 
rationing, the OPA announced to ­ 
day Sim ultaneously, OPA prepared 
the way for the unrationed sate cl 
the few passenger tires m ade from 
released rubber th a t are still u n ­ 
sold. 
C om paratively few truck tires and 
only about 5,000 passenger car tires 
will be affected by the action, OPA 
said.

NATURE TAKES TIME 
Nothing is more strikingly evi­ 
dent. as one looks into the workings 
of Nature, than to note th at she 
takes plenty of time to complete the 
task before her 
She Is never in 
any hurry. There is a universal 
permanence 
about 
N ature's 
en ­ 
tirety. 
Nature creates, slays aud kill-, but 
all as a part of her everlasting plan. 
Her sources are Inexhaustible There. 
is constant creating and constant 
dying—yet the plan goes on. to ful­ 
fil the completeness of her task 
There is co-operation, too. I look 
ut the great hemlocks that have 
grown from tiny seedlings to their 
great and powerful heights on my 
island summer home, with the roots 
of their bases so firm and secure, 
with hardly more than a rock-bed 
to give them nourishm ent through 
the years, for you cannot dig a 
foot without striking the broken 
rocks of some long ago upheaval 
Yet each great tree looks healthy 
and well fed 
There is a small oak tref* I have 
been watching now these ten years 
of so.
